Moilt | N 5 l Vt., Sept. 4.—The Re­ 
publican majority has been wiped out 
for the first time in ten years, and the 
newly bom Progressive party has been 
responsible for it. 
As the m atter 
stands today no candidate for the of­ 
fice of governor of the state has a suf­ 
ficient number of votes to insure his 
election. 
However, the 
indications 
are that the legislature will be str ing 
enough Republican to insure the elec­ 
tion by that body of Allen M. Fletcher 
of Cavendish to the office of gover­ 
nor. 
For years it has teen said that 
as goes Vermont so goes the country. 
The 
leaders 
of 
tho 
Progressive 
movement throughout the state are 
elated with the result. 
As first re­ 
turns came in some of them were rash 
enough to announce that the Rev. Fra­ 
zer Metzger of Randolph had been 
elected as governor. 
However, they 
later tempered their statem ents and 
merely said that their candidate had 
made a most marvellous fight. 
The 
Democrats feel somewhat elated, for 
they, too, shdw an increased vote, 
though not enough to elect Harland 
' B. Howe of St. Johnsbury, their can­ 
didate. 
I 
Vermont has had a surprise the Uke 
of which it has not experienced ’n 
some years. 
Since time immemorial 
* the state has gone solidly for the Re­ 
publican party by majorities ranging 
I from 25,000 to 30,000. 
There w rs an 
1 overturning that surprised the most 
ardent of the Progressives. 
Tin old 
line Republicans had conceded them 
votes and plenty of them, too, but they 
did net anticipate that they would 
make tho inroads on the party vote 
that they did. 
Their poll of over 12,- 
000 was a figure far in excess of that 
allowed them by the leaders of the 
Republican party in their ante-elect Ion 
forecasts 
Party lines have never been closely 
drawn sin— the bolt in 1902, when P. 
W. Clement of Rutland split the Re- j 
publican party in twain by his advoca­ 
cy of local option. 
He received 25,000 
! and with the 7,364 cast for the Demo­ 
cratic can li late, succeeded in throw­ 
ing the el» ct ion of J. G. McCullough 
into the legislature. 
The Progressive 
vote and the augmented vote for the 
Democratic ticket indicate the bread­ 
ing up of the Republican party in Ver­ 
mont. 
The only thing that saved a 
larger slump was the personal popu­ 
larity of the candidates for miner state 
offices and their recognized efficiency.

Purdue University accepts the re­ 
sponsibility for advising late sowing 
of wheat, but it doc* not undertake 
to apologize for the weather. 
Prof. 
G. I. Christie, points out that not 
only wheat but the oats crop was in­ 
jured by the freakish weather. 
Prof. Christie said he advised late 
sowing of wheat and lie is willing to 
stand by what lie said then. 
The 
failure of the wheat crop, however, 
was due to the weather, a thing over 
which tile Purdue professors have no 
control. 
“Late seeding was responsible for 
some failures but Purdue 
did 
not 
recommend the sowing of wheat dur­ 
ing the last part of October and No­ 
vember, a time when much wheat was 
sown. 
It 
was 
recomemnded 
that 
wheat 
lie 
sown about 
September 
25th,” said Prof. Christie. 
“But then the soil was wet and the 
weather so rainy farm ers could not 
sow at that time,” he was told. 
“That is so..” replied the professor, 
"but Purdue did not 
control 
the 
weather then anymore than it does 
now, when oats are growing in the 


s h o c k and farmers can not thresh. 
“Purdue recommends early plant­ 
ing of corn hut more corn was plant­ 
ed, in June in indiana (Iii* past spring 
than for many years.

Equal Suffrage Goes to Defeat 


In Ohio. 


APPROVE OTHER AMENDMENTS 


Of the Whole Long Lift of Radical 
Propositions Adopted by the Recent 
Constitutional 
Convention 
in 
the 
Buckeye State, All Were Approved 
by the Voters Except That Giving 
Women the Right to Vote. 


Columbus, Ohio, Sept. 4 —Accord­ 
ing to returns received from vari* 
ous parts of the state, all the con­ 
stitutional amendments proposed by 
the recent state constitutional conven­ 
tion, save that providing for woman 
suffrage, were approved by the voters 
at a special election Tuesday. Ohio's 
constitution will be one of the most 
radical in the United States. 
The amendments adopted include 
the initiative and referendum, home 
rule for cities, license system for sa­ 
loons, the taxation of incomes and in­ 
heritances, abolishment of capital pun­ 
ishment, minimum wage and eight- 
hour day on public work. 
The women agitating suffrage con­ 
ducted the most aggressive and spec­ 
tacular features of the campaign. 
Their aggressiveness attracted the fire 
of an organization opposed to suf­ 
frage, but tho principal cause of the 
defeat is to be traced to the liquor in­ 
terests. These have been well organ­ 
ized in Ohio for years, and they found 
it easy to have their license amend­ 
ment put through. 
Since they had 
their vote well in hand, it also was 
easy for them to turn this great 
strength against suffrage. All amend­ 
ments, save suffrage, carried about 3 
to I and suffrage was defeated by a 
similar margin. 
The amendments voted on embraced 
a variety of so-called amendments 
long agitated by Rev. H, S. Bigelow. 
Cincinnati minister, a protege of the 
late Mayor Tom John-on of Cleve­ 
land, and a small group of friends. 
They held a majority of the conven­ 
tion and while forced to agree to rome 
compromises, succeeded 
in having 
adopted most of their platform, in the 
forefront of which is the initiative and 
referendum, the recall having been 
defeated by the delegates.

Great Earth Slides Cause More Delay 
on Canal Construction. 


Colon, Panama Sept. 4.—Two more 
great earth slides have added to the 
danger of work at the Culebra cut cf 
the Panama canal, and one of them i 
giving the commission engineers seri­ 
ous trouble. The slides were six da; s 
apart and combined they swept 1,200,- 
000 cubic yards of debris down. 
The 
first slide was north of Empire and 
the •©cond was near the deepest part 
of the cut. 
In the second 100,0 1 
yards were carried to the bottom of 
the canal, partly buried one steam 
shovel aud endangered the lives of a 
number of workmen. 
The two slides, through damage to 
the diversion or drainage canals, Save 
flooded sections of the big ditch.

XI.—The Relation of Au­ 
tomobiles to Modern 
Highways.

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HE most complex problem now 
engaging 
the 
attention 
of 
highway engineers ail over the 
world is the preservation of 
the crushed stone road under the de­ 
structive action of motor vehicles and 
the devising of new methods of con 
structlon adapted to the requirements 
of this twentieth century traffic. That 
the automobile has come to stay no 
one will dispute. 
It is estimated that 
there are already about 450,000 ma

chines owned in the United States, and 
the number is Increasing at a marvel­ 
ous rate. 
The fact that must give us concern 
is that the old methods of construction 
which have stood every test for more 
than IOO years are inadequate to meet 
the conditions of this new form of traf 
fie and that we are in the midst of a 
transition period which must eventual­ 
ly revolutionize the science and art of 
the road builder. 
The highway en 
gineer of today is called upon to oscer 
tain in what way the automobile in 
jures the road. what is the exact cause 
of the injury, and finally to devise an 
adequate remedy. 
When Tresaguet, the great French 
engineer, made bls report to the co un 
cli of bridges and roads in 1775 he set 
forth the principles of construction 
which, as modified and added to by 
John L Macadam in the early part of 
the nineteenth century, have proved 
adequate until the twentieth century. 
Tiles© great road builders and their 
successors sought to secure a road ca­ 
pable of withstanding the wear of iron 
tired horse drawn vehicles, for the mo­ 
tor driven vehicles had no place in 
their philosophy 
They worked upon 
the theory that the dust abraded from 
the crushed stone would fill the voids 
between the angular fragments and 
when wet serve as a cement, thereby 
making the road surface practically a 
monolith 
The iron shod horses and 
the iron tired wheels passing over the 
road from lime to time were depended 
upon to wear off a sufficient amount of 
rock dust to replace that carried away 
by wind aud water, and this tinder the 
action of moisture recemented. thereby 
automatically renewing the bond of the 
road su rf ..ce. 
The rubber tired wheels, moving at 
excessive speed, fall to produce any 
uew dust from the rock, but the tre­ 
mendous shearing effect of the driving 
wheels loosens this dust, and as the 
body of the machine displaces a la»gt- 
volume i f air the deflected currents 
carry the rock dust off the road, thei**- 
by effecting a permanent loss of the a 
essential blufter. 
It follows that ii 
road I* soon stripped of its flue blad 
ing materia* exposing the upper oi 
wearing connie of the stone. 
Tbesi 
stones robbed of the binding mater:©! 
are soon loosened by the shear of th. 
driving wheels, leaving the road bndij 
raveled or disintegrated. 
It is. oi 
course, apparent that the effects de 
scribed 
are 
greatly 
Intensified 
on 
curves, where skidding Is most fre­ 
quent. 
Highway and mechanical engineers 
have given much study to the action of 
the automobile on the road surface, 
and many ingenious theories have bv.cn 
advanced 
While it Is true that the 
Blipping of the tire, skidding, shape of 
the car l>ody. suction of the pneumatic 
tires, all contribute to produce the f* 
feet, the most conclusive experiments 
seem to warrant the assertion that the 
great tractive force or shear exerted 
by the driving wheels of motorcars lr 
the main factor of injury. 
A series of tests conducted by ibe 
United States oflhe of public roads in 
1008 produced some Interesting results 
along this line. Cars of various weights 
and types were run over a measureo 
course at different rates of speed and 
right angle photographs tafcau of each 
run. 
A sixty horsepower car stripped 
for racing, weighing with Its driver 
Md mechanician about 2.800 pounds, 
was driven over this stretch of road at 
rates of spec'* -trying from five to six 
ty miles per liotir. the speed being in 
creased five miles !>er bour for each 
trip over the road. 
Up to fifteen mites 
an hour little or no effect was produced 
on the road, but from twenty mile* an 
bour the effect was striking with each 
increase in speed 
These demonstra­ 
tions prove* that lilt Ie or no effect is 


produced by the front wheels and that 
practically the entire disturbance of 
the road is produced by the rear or 
driving wheels. If the effect were pro­ 
duced by suction or vacuum the action 
of both front and rear wheels should 
be somewhat similar at least it seems 
apparent to the writer, therefore, that 
the road best adapted to motor traffic 
is the road which will best resist this 
powerful tractive shear. It has already 
been demonstrated that no plain mac­ 
adam road is capable of resisting this 
force. 
The efforts of progressive highway 
engineers are thus directed primari­ 
ly to wa rd the preservation of our stone 
surfaced roads and the construction of 
dustless roads by the use of a binder 
more powerful than stone dust and. 
secondly, to minimizing or mitigating 
the dost nuisance. 
For the purpose of discussing intelli­ 
gently the experiments thus far con­ 
ducted with special binders the term 
“dust preventives” bas been applied 
to all of the various binders having for 
their main object either suppression or 
the prevention of dust. These may be 
divided into two classes, temporary 
and permanent The temporary binders 
serve merely as palliatives and require 
frequent renewal. The permanent bind- 
ers, so called, enter into the structure 
of the road as a coustitutent element 
and are either incorporated with the 
other materials at the time of the con­ 
struction or applied later by a surface 
treatment. 
In the class of temporary binders 
may be Included water, salt solutions, 
light oils and tars and oil and tar 
emulsions, waste sulphite liquors, etc., 
while the permanent binders include 
the heavy petroleums and tars, pitches 
and numerous oil, tar and asphalt prep­ 
arations. 
The value of salt solutions, 
which have been used to some extent, 
lies in the hygroscopic character of the 
dissolved salt, which, having consider­ 
able affinity for water, keeps the road 
surface in a moist condition long after 
a surface treated with water alone 
would have become dry through evapo­ 
ration. 
The light oils and tars us well as the 
oil and tar emulsions depend for their 
effect 
upon 
a comparatively 
small 
amount of true binding base left upon 
the road surface afte» 
the volatile 
products have evaporated. 
These ma­ 
terials prove effective only so long as 
they retain their binding power. When 
the binding power is destroyed it is 
necessary to apply more material. 
The heavy oils and tars differ from 
the lighter products in that they con­ 
tain a much greater amount of true 
binding base. 
The results are, there­ 
fore, of a more lasting character and 
lienee the name “permanent binders.” 
The semisolid and solid preparations 
usually coutain a still greater amount 
of hinder. 
With some few exceptions 
all of the true binders are bitumens. 
The usual method of applying these 
materials to the road surface is by 
sprinkling. The temporary binders can 
usually be applied cold, but the perma­ 
nent binders because of their much 
greater viscosity must be heated until 
sufficiently 
fluid. 
Iu 
England 
and 
France the use of coal tar is practiced 
to a large extent, and their methods of 
application have been highly developed. 
Machines are in general use which are 
self propelling and iii which the tar is 
heat cd**) nd applied to the road surface 
as a spray under high pressure. These 
so called “tar sprayers” are not only 
very economical in the use of tar, but 
insure A more even distribution and 
better penetration of the road Burlace 
than it is I' jssible to obtain in almost 
any other way. 
In the construction of dustless roads 
the crucial question Is that of cost. The 
effort must be to develop a fo rm of 
construction which will withstand fast 
automobile traffic and at the same time 
be within the financial resources of the 
community. This bs largely being done 
at present by the use of a bituminous 
binder instead of rock duM 
lire two 
methods generally employed are known 
as the penetration and the mixing 
methods, 
in the former the hot liquid 
binder is sprinkled or sprayed o\».-r the 
stone and allowed to penertate through

the voids and coat the stones usually 
to a depth of two or three inches. 
In 
the mixing method the stones and 
binder ore thoroughly mixed either by 
hand or machine, so that each stone is 
covered with a thin film of the binder. 
This method in general insures the bet­ 
ter and more even distribution of the 
binder throughout the road surface, 
but the cost is greater than that of the 
penetration method. 
One of the chief causes of the great 
number of failures which have been 
recorded in the use of bituminous road 
materials is the failure of the user as 
well as manufacturer to understand 
certain 
fundamental principles. 
To 
many a tar is simply a tar and an oil 
an oil, while in reality there Is a vast 
difference sometimes even in th* Jars 
produced at the same work*.

horses and advised a similar law for 
this city.

Thomas and his wife and their four- 
year-old son, the second officer and 
thirteen of the crew took to the lite- 
boat. The first and third officers and. 
five of the crew took to a small boat. 
The latter disappeared during the 
night the ship was abandoned and was 
never seen again. 


That same night Captain Thomas 


was washed out of the lifeboat, but 
his wife gripped him by his clothes 
and held on until two of the crew 
came to her assistance and dragged 
him back. Three of the crew died 
during tile night and throe others be- 
fore they" reached 
land, seven days 


later. Thus thirteen altogether per- 
ished.

The sufferings of the survivors in 


the winter seas off the horn were ter- 
rible. Finally they sighted Cape Pem- 
broke lightnouse on July 22 and were 
able to get near enough to snatch 
ropes thrown by the lighthouse deep- 
er and his assistants. 


The clothes had to be cut off the 


six dead men. The second officer soon 
died and some of the others are in a 
critical condition. Captain and Mrs. 
Thomas and their child are recover- 
ing.

Purdue University accepts the re- 


sponsibility for advising late sowing 
of'wheat, but it 'does not undertake, 
to apologize for the weather. Prof. 
G. 1. Christie, points • out that not 
only wheat but the oats crop was in- 
jured by the freakish' weather. 


Prof. Christie said he advised late 


sowing of wheat and .Le is willing to 
stand by what he said then. 
The 


failure of the wheat crop, however, 
was due to the weather, a thing over 
which the Purdue professors have no 
control. 


"Late seeding was responsible for 


some failures but Purdue . did not 
recommend the sowing of wheat dur- 
ing the last part of October and No- 
vember, a time when much wheat was 
sown. It was recomemnded that 
wheat be sown about 
September 


25th," said Prof. Christie. 


"But then the soil was wet and the 


weather so rainy farmers could not 
sow at that time," he was told. __ 


"That is so,," replied the professor, 


"but Purdue did not 
control the 


weather then anymore than it does 
now, 
when oats are growing in the 


shock and farmers can not thresh. 


"Purdue recommends early plant- 


ing of corn but more corn was plant- 
ed, in June in Indiana this past spring 
than for many years. 


"Then again late sowing 'was not 


tlie only factor. 
In one community 


just south of Decatur county, where 
wheat was sown late, one 
variety 


own ou many farms yielded 18 to 


22* bushels of wheat weighing 60 tp 
)'2 pounds per bushel while other va- 
rieties in the neighborhood yielded 
4 to S bushels. The same conditions 
may never occur again aud farmers 
should follow the methods that prove 
:hemselves best through a period of 
years. 


'It has been hard to lose our 


wheat, but then failures in 
corn 


come once' in a while and we still 
continue to grow corn. If farmers 
don't grow wheat what will they 
grow? 
They can't grow corn year 


ifter year. 
The land wont stand it. 


They must rotate the crops. 


"Oats have yielded well this year 


but in the past 10 years wheat has 
been the more profitable of the two. 
We have had but two or three suc- 
cessful oats crops. 


"Farmers are trying to grow clo- 


ver and wheat is one of the 
best 


crops with which to get a. stand. If 


heat is dropped more trouble will 


experienced with clover. So long j 


.is people eat bread, just so long 
must wheat be grown. Indiana pro- 
duces more soft winter wheat than 
any other state. Indiana flour finds 
a ready market and this guarantees 
a strong demand for wheat. The far- 
mers should not get discouraged. Let 
iiieni still consider wheat one of the 
main crops." 


Prof. Christie stated that his de- 


partment .had just operated, a wheat 
4rain over the Southern and C. & E. 
I. R. If. While the wheat has been-a 
partial failure along these lines far- 
mers are still hopeful and many arc 
enthusiastic.- They are going to stay 
by the wheat crop. Indiana is one 
of the important \vheat states and 
must continue to stay on the map. , I

Similarly, wall 
paper hung in damp rooms.will event- 
ually fall from -the walls and crum- 
ble to dust. 


It follows that what really injures 


the canvas in pneumatic tires is con^- 
tinued dampness. If water is allowed 
to get into cuts which extend through 
the tread to the fabric, some such 
condition of continued dampness will 
be brought about, for once the mois- 
ture enters a cut it has but little 
chance to evaporate. 


Tires should therefore be stored in 


cool places which are perfectly dry. 
After traveling over.wet roads enve- 
lopes should always be dried. So 
likewise after being washed. 
It is 


important that tires be washed regu- 
larly in order that cuts may be re- 
vealed, cleaned and repaired. 
The 


best way to wash a tire is to sponge 
it lightly when fully inflated, using 
the smallest possible amount of water 
and drying both tire and rim care- 
fully as soon as the operation is com- 
plete.

If they fail 'to 
register on September 6, or if they 
again move, a third and final oppor- 
tunity to register will come on Octo- 
ber 7. A voter, in order to be entit- 
led to vote, must be registered; hence 
registration should not be neglected.

LIQUOR FORCES 


DEFEAT WOMEN 


Equal Suffrage Goes to Befell 


In Ohio, 


APPROVE 


Of the Whole Long List of Radical 


Propositions Adopted by the Recent 
Constitutional Convention 
In 
the 


Buckeye State, All Were Approved 
by the Voters Except That Giving 
Women the Right to Vote. 


Columbus, Ohio, Sept. 4.—Accord- 


Ing to returns received from vari* 
ous parts of the state, all the con- 
stitutional amendments proposed by 
the recent state constitutional conven- 
tion, save that providing for woman 
suffrage, were approved by the voters 
at a special election Tuesday. Ohio's 
constitution will be one of the most 
radical in the United States. 


The amendments adopted include 


the initiative and reforendum, home 
rule for cities, license system for sa- 
loons, the taxation of incomes and in- 
heritances, abolishment of capital pun- 
ishment, minimum wage and eight- 
hour day on public work. 


The women agitating suffrage con- 


ducted the most aggressive- and spec- 
tacular features of the campaign. 
Their aggressiveness attracted the fire 
of an organization opposed to suf- 
frage, but the principal. cause of the 
defeat is to be traced to the liquor in- 
terests. These have been well organ- 
ized in Ohio for years, and they found 
it easy^o have their license amend- 
ment put through. 
Since they had 


their vote well in hand, it also was 
easy for them to turn this great 
strength against suffrage. All amend- 
ments, save suffrage, carried about 3 
to 1 and suffrage, was defeated by a 
similar margin. 


The amendments voted on embraced 


a variety of so-called amendments 
long agitated by Rev. H. S. Bigelow, 
Cincinnati minister, a protege of the 
late Mayor Tom Johnson of Clove- 
land, and a small group of friends. 
They held a majority of the conven- 
tion and while forced to agree to come 
compromises, succeeded 
in having 


adopted most of their plattorm, in the 
forefront of which is the initiative and 
referendum, the recall having been 
•defeated by the delegates.

WORK RETARDED 


Great Earth Slides Cause More Delay 


on Canal Construction. 


Colon, Panama., Sept. 4.—Two more 


great earth slides have added to the 
danger of work at the Culebra cut of 
the Panama canal, and one of them is 
giving the commission engineers seri- 
ous trouble. The slides were six daj-s 
apart and combined they swept 1,200,- 
000 cubic yards of debris down. The 
first slide was north of Empire and 
the second was near the deepest part 
of the cut. 
In the second 900,000 


yards were carried to the bottom of 
the canal, partly buried one steam 
shovel and endangered the lives of a 
number of workmen. 


The two slides, through damage to 


the .diversion or drainage canals, have 
flooded sections of the big ditch. 


MOUNTAIN DRILL 


The Kaiser an Interested Spectator of 


Swiss Maneuvers. 


Berne, Sept. 4.—The kaiser arrived 


at Zurich yesterday "afternoon and was 
received by President Forrer and oth- 
er high officials. 
There was great 


public enthusiasm drying his progress 
to Zurich from the frentier, ^and his 
entrance into this country resembled 
a triumphal procession. Emperor Wil 
liams's time will be mostly spent in 
watching the maneuvers of the Swiss 
army in the mountainous country west 
of St. Gall.

Fighting in Nicaragua Now Seems to 


Be Over. 


Washington, Sept. 4.—The great im- 


provement In-the Nicaraguan situa- 
tion, where American marines have 
accomplished the unique and Import- 
ant task of reopening railroad and tel- 
egraphic communications, make it ap- 
pear unlikely that the president wll 
be asked to order* more-American 
forces to Nicaragua.

The fact that must give us concern 
s that the old methods of construction 
•which have stood every test for more 
:han 100 years are inadequate to meet 
the conditions of this new form of traf- 
fic and that we are in the midst of a 
Tansitlon period which must eventual- 
y revolutionize the science and art of 
the road builder. 
The highway en 


;ineer of today is called upon to ascer- 
tain in wlint way the automobile in 
iures the road, what is the exact cause 
of the injury, and finally to devise an 
adequate ramedy. 


Wlien Tresaguet, the great French 


engineer, made uis report to the coun- 
cil of bridges and ronds in 1775 he set 
forth the principles of construction 
which, as modified and added to by 
John L. Macadam in the early part of 
the nineteenth century, have proved 
adequate until the twentieth century. 
These great road builders and their 
successors sought to secure a road ca- 
pable of withstanding the wear of iron 
Lired horse drawn vehicles, for the mo- 
tor driven vehicles had no place in 
[heir philosophy. They worked upon 
the theory that the dust abraded from 
the crushed stone would fill the voids 
between the angular fragments and 
when wet serve as a cement, thereby 
making the road surface practically a 
monolith 
Tbe iron shod horses and 


the iron tired wheels passing over the 
road from time-to time were depended 
upon to wear off a sufficient amount of 
rook dust to replace that carried away 
by wind and water, and this under the 
action of moisture recemeuted, thereby 
automatically renewing the bond of the 
road surface. 


The rubber tired wheels, mo-.'ing'nt 


excessive speed, fail to produce any 
new dust from the rock, but the tre- 
mendous shearing effect of the drivin 
wheels loosens this dust, and as the 
body of the machine displaces a Uli 
volume of air the deflected currents 
carry the rock dust off the road, there 
by effecting a permanent loss of the a'! 
essential binder. 
It follows that tin- 


road is soon stripped of its fine bind 
Ing material exposing the upper 01 
wearing course of the stone.

stones robbed of the binding material 
are soon loosened by the shear of the 
driving wheels, leaving the road badiy 
raveled or disintegrated.

The efforts of progressive highway 


engineers are thus directed primari- 
ly toward the preservation of our stone 
surfaced roads and the construction of 
dnstless roads by the use of a binder 
more powerful than stone dust and. 
secondly, to minimizing or mitigating 
tbe dust nuisance. 


For the purpose of discussing intelli- 


gently the experiments thus far con-> 
ducted with special binders tbe term 
"dust preventives" has been applied 
to all of tbe various binders having for 
their main object either suppression or 
he prevention of dust These may be 
divided into two classes, temporary 
and permanent The temporary binders 
serve merely as palliatives and require- 
frequent renewal. The permanentJMnd- 
ers, so called, enter into the structure 
of tbe road as a constituent element 
and are either incorporated with the 
other materials at the time of tbe con- 
struction or applied later by a surface 
treatment 


In the class of temporary binders 


may be Included water, salt solutions, 
light oils and tars and oil and tar 
emulsions, waste sulphite liquors, etc, 
while the permanent binders include 
tbe heavy petroleums and tars, pitches 
and numerous oil. tar and asphalt prep- 
arations. The value of salt solutions, 
which have been used to some extent, 
lies in the hygroscopic character of tbe 
dissolved salt, which, having consider- 
able affinity for water, keeps the road 
surface in a moist condition long after 
a surface treated with water alone 
would have become dry through evapo- 
ration. 


The light oils and tars as well as the 


oil and tar emulsions depend for their 
effect 
upon a comparatively small 


amount of true binding base left upon. 
the road surface after the volatile 
products have evaporated. These ma- 
terials prove effective only so long as 
they retain their binding power. 'When, 
the binding power is destroyed it Is 
necessary to apply more material. 


The heavy oils and tars differ from 


the lighter products in that they con- 
tain a much greater amount of true 
binding base. The results are, there- 
fore, of a more lasting character and 
hence the name "permanent binders." 
The semisolid and solid preparations 
usually contain a still greater amount 
of binder. With some few exceptions 
a!J of the true binders are bitumens. 


The usual method of applying these 


materials to the road surface is by 
sprinkling- The temporary binders can 
usually be applied cold^ but the perma- 
nent binders because of their much, 
greater viscosity must be heated until 
sufficiently 
fluid. 
In England and 


France tbe use of coal tar is practiced 
to a large extent, and their methods of 
application have been highly developed. 
Machiues are in general use which are 
self propelling and in which the tar Is" 
heated«and applied to the road surface 
as a spray under high pressure. These 
so called "tar sprayers" are not only 
very economical in tbe use of tar. but 
insure a more even distribution and 
better penetration of the road surface 
than it is possible to obtain in -almost 
any other way. 


In the construction of dnstless roads 


the crucial question is that of cost. The 
effort must be to develop a form of 
construction which will withstand fast 
automobile traffic and at the same time 
be within tbe financial resources of the 
community. This is lar.cely betas done 
at present by the use of a bituminous 
binder instead of rock dust. The two 
methods generally employed are known 
as the penetration and tbe mixing 
methods, in the former tbe hot liquid 
binder is-sprinkled or sprayed over tbe 
stone and allowed to penertate through

the voids and coat tbe stones usually 
to a depth of two or three Inches. ID 
tbe mixing method the stones and, 
binder are thoroughly mixed either by 
band or machine, so that eacb atone Is 
covered with a thin film of the binder. 
This method in general Insures the bet- 
ter and more even distribution of the 
binder throughout the road surface, 
but tbe cost Is greater than that of tne 
penetration method.

The State and county organiza- 


tions of all the political parties re- 
alize the importance of this mouth's 
registration day and are calling on

registering. 
Leading 


political workers hare concluded'that 
the registration law is a good thing, 
although probably there are 
some 


minor features of it that need re- 
vision. That the party organizations 
take the law seriously and wish to 
have it generally observed is shown 
by the fact that the Bepublican and 
Democratic organizations have acted 
together in obtaining legal construc- 
tions of the law and in preparations 
for its observance.

number of voters iii Indiana register- 
ed at the last period, May 9.

Any man qualified under the 
constitution to vote may register. 
' The application for 
registration 


must be filled out in ink and signed 
by the applicant.

Application blanks have been plag- 


ed in numerous places all over the 
city, where voters may obtain them 
in advance. Blanks are also obtain- 
ed at the various .registration places. 


The application must contain the 


following information: The name of 
the applicant; that he resides in the 
precinct in which he wishes to resis- ! 
ler; the place of his residence in the 
precinct: his age on tlie last pre- 
ceding anniversary of his birth; if 
born in the United States, in what 
state, district or territory was he 
born; 
if foreign born, whether he 


was naturalized under the laws of 
the United States, and if so, when 
and where naturalized; 
if foreign 


born and not naturalized, whether he 
has declared his intention of becom- 
ing a citizen of the United States 
conformably to the laws of the Uni- 
ted States on the subject of naturali- 
zation, and if so, when and where; 
if foreign born and not naturalized, 
when he came to the United States 
and at what places he has lived dur- 
ing all the time since the last day of 
tlie preceding October, and the length 
of time he has lived at each place, if 
at more than one.

tion law will have a very beneficial 
effect in stopping fraudulent voting.
